RAILROAD TAX SUITS. 

The case.of The County of Kern vs. 
the Southern Pacific Railroad Com- 
pany, just decided by Judge Sawyer 
“of the United States Circuit Court, 
establishes the relations of the Attor- 
ney-General towards suits brought by 
counties for the collection of county 
and State taxes. The question at 
issue in the case was, the right of the 
Attorney-General to assume charge of 
the case for the county, (which was 
suing the railroad company for taxes,) 
replacing the County Attorney. The 
Attorney-General claimed the-right of 
intervention in the case under the 
terms of section 470 of the Political 
Code, giving him “supervisory 
powers over District Attorneys.” 
The Court holds’ that although 
_ another provision requires the Attor- 
“ney General, under certain circum- 
stances, to aid the Distnct Attorney, 
yet the statute of 1880 provides that 
the County Bourd of Supervisors shall 
have exclusive control over suits for 
delinquent taxes, even though the 
State may have an interest in the ac- 
tion. Judge Sawyer reasons that where 
the law gives a right of control to 
one of two parties “acting upon ad- 
verse and inconsistent views and 
theories,” it must not be practically 
nullified by permitting the other party, 


- under the authority of general super 


vision, to assume direction of actions 
the control of which is specially pro- 
vided for. 

The county can, and in this case 
does, sue for county and State taxes; 
and its power of control, and the manner 
in which the case is to be con- 
ducted must not,be interfcred with by 
the law officer of the State. The de 
cision is a very important one, deter- 
mining, as it does, the right of the 
counties of the State to collect or to 
compromise tax-suits which it brings 

The motion just decided was made on 
account of an acceptance by the county 
from the railroad company of a cer- 
tain portion of the amount sued for, 
to which the State objected, virtually 
denying the iad right to com- 
promise:

Tribute in Aqua Pura—1,200,000 
Gallons Daily.

. Tompstone, Arizona, Aug. 15, 1882. 
—The enterprise and sagacity of the 
people of Tombstone are well evidenced 
in the fact that at a cost of over $500,- 
000 a maygniticent and permanent water 


lons, has been secured from the Hua- 
chuca Mountains, a distance of twenty- 
five miles from Tombstone. - 

This insures not only immunity in 
the future from conflagrations such as 
bave devastated Tombstone in the past, 
but also a constant supply of pure 
sparkling water sufficient in volume to 
meet the requirements of a city ten 
times its size; moreover a water power 
sufficient to operate all the mines and 
mills in the whole district, in addition 
to manufacturing establishments that 
may be inaugurated in the future. In 
case the time should ever come. when 
the present vast mineral belt will give 
out, the water company will derive a 
princely income from their property 
by running pipes through the splendid 
grass lands at the base of the Hua- 
chuca Mountains, running east fifteen 
miles and forty miles north and south, 
and raising stock thereon. This is a 
contingency, however, which need not 
disturb the equanimity of the present 
generation of cheerful Tombstoners, 
when the fact is realized that the sil- 
ver-producing region in Tombstone 
district extends nine miles in length 
by from three to four in width. 

The capital invested in- the enter- 
prise was furnished by the New York, 
New England and Western Invest- 
ment Company of New York. To Mr. 
J. 8S. McCoy, the efficient General 
Su eclateodeat of the Water Company, 
is due all the credit for having con- 
vinced the members of that conserva- 
tive body of the legitimacy of the un- 
dertaking and the certainty of its be- 
ing @ paying tnvestment. 

The writer, accompanied by Mr. 
McCoy, visited the distributing reser- 
vuir on the hill overlooking the Grand 
Central hoisting works, at an elevation 
of 365 feet above the town. The 
reservoir was excavated twenty feet 
deep into the solid rock, and is ninety 
feet long by eighty wide, with a capa- 
city of over one ,million gallons... The 
sides are walled with solid masonry, 
three feet at the bottom and tapering 
to two feet at the top, the best lime 
mortar and Portland hydraulic cement 
having been used to such an extent as 
to make leakage impossible. It is, in- 
deed, a matchless piece of work. To 
gnard against a possible overflow a 
four-inch main has been run around 
the reservoir connecting the Huachuca 
with the distributing main. An over- 
flow pipe near the top will conduct all 
surplus water into the cafion south of 
the city. Atthe bottom of the reser- 
voir a seven-inch pipe enables them to 
exhaust the water for the purpose of 
cleaning it out, during which time the 
distribution will be supplied by the 
circuit described above. From the 
bottom of the reservoir two seven-inch 
p pes lead down the hill a distance of 
3 00 feet, where they connect with 
five and six-inch mains that run along 
the principal streets, and connect all 
the cross-streets with three- 
mains extending outward as far as 
water is required. The normal pres-, 
sure upon the main line, when a full 
supply of wacer is flowing through 
the pipe, is 480 pounds to the square 
inch. The pressure on the distribut- 
ing mains is 140 pounds to the square 
inch. The total fall from the moun- 
tains to the San Pedro river below this 
city 1s 1938 feet; the water rises 800

CURIOUS COREA- 


A Commodore on a Queer People 
and Their Queer Customs. 
Cleveland Leader, August 8th.] 

A tall gentleman—of military 
physique attracted the attention of a 
Leader commissioner yesterday as he 
watched the ebb and flow at the Union 
Depot. Upon inquiry it was learned 
that the warlike gentleman was Com- 
modore R. W. Schufeldt, of the United 


States Navy, who was cn route to his 


home in the East. Commodore Schu- 


feldt was sent to China and Corea by} 


the Government on an important 
diplomatic mission, and reached this 
country but a few ‘days since, having 
accomplished the service he was de- 


_ tailed to perform. Corea is a moun- 


tainous kingdom of Eastern Asia. 
The King is a vassal of the Chinese 
Empire, yet within his own coun- 
try he is an absolute’ monarch. 
His name is so holy that no one is per- 
mitted to speak it, and it is rated high 
treason tu touch h's body with any 
weapon of iron. Tieng-tsong-tai-vang 

rmitted himself to die of an abcess 
in the year 1800 rather than permit his 
doctor te use a lance upon him. Every 
horseman that passes the palace of the 
King 1s compelled to dismount, and 
those who enter his presence must 
needs prostrate themse ves before the 
throne. 

There are eight provinces in the 
Kingdom, and each is presided over 
by a governor. The Corean language 
is Turanian in its nature, but the ed- 
ucated classes have discarded it for 
religion, and . sacrifices of pi 
sheep .are offered to for 
all purposes upon the least provoca- 
tion. Plurality of wives is not toler- 
ated, but harems are in high fashion, 
and one of these arrangements is at- 
tached to the palace of the King. 
Children fare well amohg the ple, 
and strong affection for their offspring 
is one of the ‘ieggpeg “me traits of the 
Corean people. Paper 1s the only 
thing of any consequence manufactured 
in the country, but trade there is en- 
tirely undeveloped.

Swimming with ‘Hana and Foot 
Plates, 
New York World.] 

Mr. R. H. W. Dunlop, of London, 
inventor of Dunlop’ 8 swimming plates, 
who recently arrived in this city, is at 
Manhattan Beach, where he illustrates 


swimmer, but the former is able by 
one stroke to propel himself about 
seven feet further than the latter, 
and that with less exertion. Mr. 
Dunlop claims that these plates 
enable an average swimmer to 
carry from 40 to 50 pounds weight of 
iron tied round his neck, while, on 
the other hand, they enable a person 
to dive from the surface of the water 
and to swim under water. Dunlop 
says the distinction between the sys- 
tem of life-saving now in favor and 
that advocated by himself for plate- 
swimming is that the displacement 
buoyancy occasioned by cork jackets 
is about 23 pounds weight of iron, 
while the swimming plates give only 
three pounds and yield mechanical 
buoyancy of over 50 pounds. The old 
system places the body upright in the 
water, while the plate swimmer is car- 
ried over the billows and is given great 
‘power of locomotion by the water 
passing easily along the body. Mr. 
Dunlop proposes to remain at Man- 
hattan Beach for several weeks, where 
all persons who desire to learn will be |} 
instructed in the art of plate swim- 
ming. Several clubs have been formed 
in England by Mr. Dunlop, who says 
that after once being taught to use the 
plates properly no one “whom he has 
met has been willing to relinquish 
them.

Better News from Calico. 
Mr. S. C. Hammer, of Calico, a gen- 
tleman well posted in mining matters, 
was in town yesterday, and reported 
that itis the best ‘‘poor man’s camp”’ 
he ever struck; that there is without 
doubt over $1,000,000 in sight. The 
fever has abated and prospectors are 
now constantly arriving. New and val- 
uable ‘‘finds’’ have been discovered 
within the past ten days, and contracts 
are being let daily for the development 
of mines.

A Tale of Hardship. 
Arizona Citizeu.} 

Two White Mountain Apaches arrived 
at San Carlos last Thursday from Mexi- 
co. They were accompanied by two 
squaws and four little children. They 
relate a tale of suffering and hardship 
which their careworn appearance fully 
verified. These Indians, with three 
other bucks and one squaw and a pa- 
poose, lived at Stevins’ ranch, in the 
Eagle Creek Valley. When the Chiri- 
cahuas raided the ranch last spring and 
killed the Mestes family and the Mexi- 
can herders, they strapped these friend- 
ly indians upon horses and com- 
pelled them to go with their 
band to Sonora. In the fight 
between the Chiricahuas and _ the 
| troops under Captains Rafferty and Tup- 
per, three of the White Mountain In- 
dians were killed, and the rest carried 
into Mexico. In Sonora there was no 
peace for the redskins, the Mexican 
troops chasing theni from one hiding- 
place to another. They wese allowed 
their liberty, after crossing fhe line, and 
told that they could come back to San 
Carlos if they wanted to, the Chirica- 
huas cunningly adding that they were 
sure to meet death if they undertook 
the journey, as the hatred against an 
Apache in Arizona was so strong that an 
armed party of citizens meeting them 
would shoot them on sight. In the lat- 
ter part of May the two bucks, three 
squaws and five children started for San 
Carlos, traveling by stealth, except when 
in the mountains where there was heavy 
timber. They were discovered and pur- 
sued several times by armed parties 
bent on. having their scalps. In 
the neighborhood of Clifton, last 
month, they were obliged to 
take refuge in a_ gorge high 
up in the mountain side, where ‘they 
had nothing to eat except roots for ten 
days. A squaw and one of the children 
died there from exhaustion. They were 
over three weeks in getting to San Car- 
los from this point, a distance of about 
100 miles. They state that it seemed to 
them as if the upper Gila country was 
full of troops, as they saw some nearly 
every day. The gentleman who in- 
formed us of these facts says that these 
Indians were industrious and péaceable, 
and it is certainly a sad thing to relate 
that friendly Indians are obliged to fly 
like wild animals from the sight of a 
white man in Arizona, in order to save 
the liver. Some means ought to be de- 
vised to distinguish a friendly Indian 
from a hostile. |
